Once in a while, when the storm would 
lighten up, wo could catch a glimpse of 
tho great .mow-pluw, with its mx en- 
gines, around some beud, driving into 
the drifts with a force that it would 
seem would move the world.

The English house of commons have 
passed a bill appropriating 14.000,000 for tbe 
expenses of tbe Ashantee expedition, and Mr. 
Anderson gave notice that he wouid ask the 
government whether it was willing to co-op- 
er*te with the United States in flxiug sailing 
tracks for vessels crossing the Atlantic. 

Prince Kalukina has been elected 
king of Hawaii, to succeed Lunell.llo. There 
was a serious riot, at Honolulu when the elec- 
tion was made known. When Uio announce- 
ment of Queen Emma's defeat was made, the 
mob attacked ttie ueuse of tho assembly and 
beat several of its members, one of wbom af- 
tetwards died, tore up the seats and desks, 
and set fire to tbe house, when tbe United 
States and British mariners landed and dis- 
persed the mob. W L.. Orecu, minister of 
foreign affairs, tendered tbe thanks of the 
government for the t.mely interference. The 
kicg is still threatened with assassination. 

GENERAL. 

The Virginia senate passed a bill ap- 
propriating fl5,000;for tbe purpose of encour- 
aging aotual land purchasers and settlers to 
come to Virginia. The board of immigration 
will have authority to send three commission- 
ers to Europe, two or three to be natives of 
Enrope now residents in. Virginia. 

It is reported that the dead body 
found in the road near Independence, Mo., a 
few days a^o, w»>s that or Albert Tinhertou, a 
detective who had been trailing tho robbers of 
the Iren Mountain train at Gad's Hill in Jan- 
uary last. He is supposed to havo been killed 
by the Younger or James Brothers, or eomo of 
their frieuda living in Clay connty. 

A meeting of Louisiana bond-holders 
was recently held in London, and resolutions 
adopted denouncing the funding bill passed 
by the late sees on of the Louisiana legisla- 
ture as arbitrary, unjust and injudieiou*, and 
c ilcnlated to shake confidence. The meeting 
resolved to take mea-nree to resist the carty- 
ing into effect the provisions of the bilL

ported by the committee were concurred in. 
Tbe most important of tho committee's amend- 
ments reduces the house appropriations, for 
pay of the armv traveling expense*, etc., from 
•11,480,000 to tll.400,000. It strikes out the 
provision that more than ten cents per mile 
ahull be allowed for traveling expenses. It 
reduces the house appropriation for subsist- 
enco from tJ.452.4Ui to »2,400,000. and redu- 
ces the appropriation for quarter-master's 
supplies from #4,500.000 to *l.2j<>.000. The 
appropriation for incidental expenses is re- 
duced from $1,300,000 to tl, 200.000. and that 
for the hire of quarters from $1,500,000 to $1,- 
400.000. That for the preservation of cloth- 
ing from moths is reduced from f 50,000 to 
•30,000. The committee heretofore recom- 
mended that the house appropriation of 910.- 
000 for medical works for the armv n edical 
army museum and surgeon-general a office be 
reduced to $5,000, but to-day advised that that 
amendment be withdrawn and the amount 
be left as fixed by the house. Prnding the dis- 
cussion the sena'e adjourned. 

In the house, on the 1811), the session 
was devoted exclusively to debato on the bill 
to regulate inter-state and railroad commerce, 
on which subject written speeches were deliv- 
ered. Tbe evening session was given to the 
bill to revise and consolidate tho -jtatutee. The 
attendance at both sessions was small, and 
the proceedings devoid of any geneeal inter- 
est. 

In the senate, on the 19.h, a bill 
amendatory of the act to prevent the extermi- 
nation of fur animals in Alaska was passed j 
also to authorize the employment of certain 
alien engineers and pilots; also appropriaUng 
♦10,000 to pay the expenses of the joint com- 
mi' tee to investigate into tbe ma' agement of 
affairs in the District of Columbit. The rest 
of the session was consumed in considering 
the army appropriation bill. 

In the house, on the 19th, the princi- 
pal business was the consideration of the leg- 
islative, executive and judical appropriation 
bill. Bat small progress was made. 

In the senate, on the 20tb, n resolu- 
tion of the legislature of California was pre- 
sented, protesting against any further subsidy 
to the Pacific Mail steam-hip company, and

Beyreeentative Bromberg's bill to es- 
tablish a national quarantine system is 
opposed by many of tho New York 
members on the ground that it would 
interfere with t'ie state qnnrantice rs- 
tablis.hm-:-nt. ^Ir. Bromberg replied to 
this ol.jec'ionmhat this would not nec- 
essarily bo the* case, for the Btate offi- 
cials could enforce any local regulations 
after the government officers had exam- 
ined a vessel. In reply to the objection 
that it is not a legitimate function of 
the general governraeut to look after the 
health of the people, the author of the 
bill refers to the fact that in 1805, when 
the rinderpr st prevailed in Canada, con- 
gress prohibited the transportation of 
cattle except under such r< gulations as 
tbe president might prescribe. If it is 
competent for congress to legislate for 
the health of the cattle of the country, 
he thinks there can be no question as to 
its po«r to mako regulations to guard 
the bMlth of citizens The chief ob- 
ject of the bill is to protect the south- 
ern seaports from the introduction of 
yellow fever. Local quarantines have 
beeu found to be insufficient. They are 
almost always enforced too late, because 
the lociJBmthoritii s hesitate to admit 
the dan'r that exists for fear of injur- 
ing business by creating alarm among 
the people, and when they are enforced 
they do not protect Fonthern cities from 
the introduction of the disease by i»er- 
sons who have landed on other parts of 
tho coast and enter them by rail.

It will still return, 
however, 50,000 acres of th>» best land 
in British America, besides claims upon 
one-twentieth of the remainder. In re- 
turn for its surrender of its other prop- 
erty and rights it will receive .^1.. "(10, 000 
in gold from the Dominion of Canada. 
This company was organized more tlian 
two hundred* years ago, aud in 1«»73 de- 
clared its first dividend. Its chartir 
gave the company the exclusive privi- 
lege of establishing trading "factories" 
(trading posts) ou tbe Hu ison Bay and 
its tributary rivers. A new charter gave 
Jt the exclusive light to trade in nearly 
"he whole of British America from 1838 
to 1&j9. 

The company alno leased a l irpe part 
of Russian America. The capital of the 
company in 1838 was about 6*2,000,000, 
aud was held by about two hundred and 
fifty stockholders. 

The stock has been fold f'-r 400 per 
cent, premium, and has always paid 
largo dividends. The parliament of 
England made the company the judicial 
authority of the section iu which its 
tra ers operated, and criminals were 
confined in the company's forts, or else 
transferred to the jails of Canada. The 
exclusive privileges expired by limita- 
tion in 1859, but the company had ob- 
tained such a foothold that thebnsiness 
was maintained, notwithstanding the 
loss of its powers. Negotiations we re 
almost immediately commenced between 
the Crown, the Domiuiou of Canada 
and the company for tho sale of the 
latter's lands to Canada for $1, 500.000, 
the company to have he right to reserve 
not more than 1,000 acres around each 
of tbe forts or stations, tho whole 
amount reserved not to exceed 50,000 
acres.

German Riecbstag hist tfonth. The 
fourteen deputies allowed a seat in that 
body fiom tbe new provinces, made a 
formal entry ou the 2 1th ult., ami asked 
a special privilege, that aa they could 
uot Bpeak tho German language, they 
might be permitted to address the body 
in French. Tho simple request pre- 
sents strikingly the difficulty Germany 
meets in governing its uew territory. 
Imagine fourteen deputies in our con- 
gress, unfamiliar with our language, 
rcprettuting a conquered province 
wbos • people bated our government and 
people, und were only biding their 
time to rise in insurrection whenever 
their former compatriots should ooni« 
to their rescue !

Disproportion of Manufacturers. 

Among th- various schemes that are 
proposed for the advancement of tin 
material interests of the state, we know 
of none so practical or so efficacious for 
'he accomplish men t of that desirable 
pu pose as the establishment of manu- 
factures for the working up of our 
rough wealth. The amount of raw ma- 
terial is simply incalculable. 

If we begiu with the timber, we shall 
find oaks and walmt, cypress and cedar, 
ash and poplar, the beautifully curled 
maple, and thu tough, elastic hickory, 
linn and gum, th«» lordly pine nnd the 
lowly dogwood, all growing in ubuud- 
ancc on our bills aud in our valleys, on 
mountain tops and in tbe broad plains, 
ready aud waiting for the hand of tbe 
arti/.an to fashion them into spokes, 
felloes and bubs, plow stocks, harrows 
and helves, houses, furniture and cars, 
boats, bridges and railroad ties, tele- 
graph poles and Nicholson lavements, 
isr forests' 
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who come here iu astonishing numbers 
ev ry summer to breed ; and i* is to 
this island that tbe eggeis resort at ibis 
season to obtain supplies of sea-b jd's 
eggs for tbe Sau Fraucisco market, 
where they have a regular and larpre 
sale. 

The birds uhich breed upon the Far- 
allones are gulls, murre*, sjiags and 
sea-pairots, the la t a kind of penguin. 
The eggs of the shags and parrots nre 
not use ), but the egger.i destroy tb-.m 
om lor the other bir Is.

trouble, but lavs its eggs in any conven- 
ient place on the bare rocks. 

The gull soon gets done, but the 
murre continues to lay for about two 
months. Tho eggiug season lasts, 
th. refore, from the lUtb or 20th of M iy 
until tbe last of July. In this period 
the egg company which has for eighteen 
years worked this field gathered in 1872, 
1 T/»",2 dozen eggs, and in 1873, 14,202 
dozeu. These brought last year in the 
market an average of twenty-six cents 
pi r dozen. There has been, I was as- 
sured by the manager, no sensible de- 
crease in the number of the birds 
the eggs for twenty years. 

Fror; fifteen to tweuty men are em- 
ployed during the eggiug season in col- 
lecting aud shipping the eggs. They 
live ou the island during that time in 
rude shauties near tho usual lam 
place. The work is not amusing, 
t'ie bin's see't out tiie !e stactxssible 
places, anl the men must follow, climb- 
ing often where a goat would almost 
hesitate. But this is cot tho worst. 
Tbe gull sits on her nest, and resists 
the robber who comes for the eggs, and 
he must take care not to get bitten. 
The niurr remains until her enemy is 
close upon her ; then she rises with a 
scream which often startles a thousand 
or two birds, who whirl up into the air 
iu a dense mass, scattering filth and gu- 
ano over the eggers.

How the Ashantecs Fought. 

A correspondent writes from tbe 
field: "The Ashautees fought like 
demons. They wero present in enor- 
mous numbers, pouring on our gallant 
troops by thousands, yelling and scream- 
ing hideously. Although our firing 
told on them imm nsely they had to 
be driven f om point to point, and even 
when pushed out of tho successive vil- 
lages returned to tbe attack. In the 
thickest parts of the brush they climbed 
the trees in order to fire more effectu- 
ally upon our troops. % The order of ad- 
vance from Insarful was as follows : 
Tbe attack was made in tho form of a 
square, through the middle of which 
ran the main load, aud the lino extended 
about three hundred yards on either 
side. The forty-second regiment, pre- 
0-dtd by Lord Giffurd and his scouts, 
formed "the front line, with two of Bait's 
guns in the centre, Gordon's boussas in 
a dense corner of jungle. It really 
seemed as if nothing but the failure of 
their ammunition would drive them out. 
Now at one point, now at another, aloDg 
the hill crest they poured dow# crushing 
volleys. Lifo they counted i no price 
if only a white man could be killed. It 
was the same desperate obstinacy we 
had seen at Abrakrampa.

Simply 
this : the farmers are poor, not because 
they have sterile soils, or bad climate ;

to inefficient labor or high taxes, for 
tbe first is cheaper than at tbe north, 
and tho latter are lighter on the farm- 
ers than in any of the states of the un- 
ion, except three or four. Their pov- 
erty arises from tbe want of a unfficient 
quantity of consumers 'or their pro- 
ducts. They do uot diversify their 
crops, and this they are prevented 
from doing because only two or three 
products command a ready sale.

Postal Decision. 

i repeal of the franking privi- 
postmaater general decided 
that the seven 1 executive departments 
might send printed matter in seated 
packages at the rate of one cent for two 
ounces, but that cv< ry such package 
shou'd bear the following certiflca'e, 
which should bo signed by the head of 
the department or some officer designa- 
ted bv him : 

" f certify that this package contains 
no written matter." 

This privilege has now, by a recent 
decision, been extended to the senators 
and representatives in congress, and to 
any officer of either house officially de- 
signated by sue i house for the purpose. 
This decision places the legislative and 
executive departments on an eqnal 
footinir as to tho transmission of printed 
matter through the mails, and will save 
much annoyance from attempts to col- 
lect letter postago on packages bearing 
the above quoted or similar endorse- 
ments by members and senators.

Agaui.it may l e objected that but ( 
a small portion of the cleared lands of 
the south are adapted to grass, and 
some of them not even to clover. To a 
cerraia extent this is true, but the fact 
is that southern planters, absorbed in 
the cultivation of tubaeeo, cotton a* d 
sugar, have never given scfScient 
thought to other agricultural products 
quite as indispensable in their way as 
tbe three above named staples. In the 
balmy days of cotton culture in Mi-Mr- 
sippi'the planter who raised his own 
bread and meat was the exception. Most 
of them were corn buyers, and cone o£ 
them raised pork. Most of them had 
cotton on the brain, and they all dreaded 
grass as they would cholera, the boll 
worm and caterpillar. 

Under the new dispensation you most 
of necessity give more attention to 
other possible farm products, a* d chief 
among these are grass snd other forage 
plants. It is penerally believed that 
except on stiff days grass cannot be 
grown with profit on the tide-water 
lands of the southern slates : but has it 
ever bean attempted ?
